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It was a calm, sunny day in the 
year 1750; the scene a piece of forest 
land in the north of Virginia, near 
a noble stream of water. 

Implements of surveying were ly- 
ing about, and several men reclining 
under the trees, indicated by their 
dress and appearance that they were 
engaged in laying out the wild lands 
of the country. 

These persons had just finished 
their dinner. Apart from the group 
walked a young man of a tall and 
compact trame, who moved with the 
firm and steady tread of one accus- 
tomed to constant exercise in the 
open air. 

His face wore a look of decision 
and manliness not usually found in 
those so young, for he was but little 
over eighteen years of age. 

Suddenly there was a shriek, fhen 
another, and then several more in 
rapid succession. The voice was 
that of a woman, and seemed to pro- 
ceed from the other side of a small 
piece of wooded land. 

At the first scream the youth turn- 
ed his head in the direction of the 
sound; but when it was repeated, he 
pushed aside the undergrowth and 
soon dashed into an open npace on 
the banks of the stream, where stood 
a small log-cabin. 

As the young man broke from the 
undergrowth, he saw his companions 
crowded together on 'the bank of 
the river, while in the midst stood a 
woman, from whom proceeded the 
shrieks he had heard. She was 
held by two of the men, but was 
struggling to free herself 

The instant the woman saw the 
young man. She exclaimed, 
" O sir, you will do something for 
mel Make them release me! My 
t>oy — my poor boy is drowning, and 
they will not let me go I" 

•* It would be madness ; she will 
jump into the river," said one of 
the men, '* and the rapids would 
dash her to pieces in a moment.** 

The youth had scarcely waited for 
these words ; for he remembered the 
child — a bold little bo> four years of 
age, whose beautiful blue eyes and 
flaxen ringlets made him a favorite 
with everyone. 

He had been accustomed to play 
tn the little enclosure before the 
cabin; but the gate having been left 
open, he had stolen out, reached the 
edge of the bank, and was in the 
act of looking over, when his mother 
saw him. 

The shrieks she uttered only 
hastened the accident she feared; for 
the child, frightened at the cry of 
his mother, lost his balance and fell 
into the stream, which here went 
foaming and roaring among rocks 
and dangerous rapids. 

Several of the men approached the 
edge of the river, and were on the 
point of springing in after the 
boy. But the sight of the sharp rocks 
crowding the channel, the rush and 
whirl of the waters, and the want of 
any knowledge where to look for the 
child, deterred them, and they gave 
up the enterprise. 

Not so with the noble youth. His 
first act was to throw off his coat; 
next to spring to the ^'^^^ of the 
bank. Here he stood for a moment, 
running his eyes rapidly over the 
scene below, taking in with a glance 
the different currents and the most 
dangerous of the rocka, in order to 
shape his course when in the stream 

He had scarcely formed his con- 
clusion when he saw in the water a 
white object, which he knew was 
the boy*s dress; and then he plung- 
ed into the wild and roaring rapids. 

* 'Thank God, he will save my 
child;" cried the mother. "There 
he is! — O my lx>y, tny darling boy I 
How could I leave you?** 

I le had rushed to the brink 

of I . ipice and were now follow- 
ing with eager eyes the progress of 
the youth, as the current bore him 
onwards, like a feather in the power 
of a hurricane. 

Now it seemed as if he would be 
•dashed against a projecting rock, 
over which the water flew in foam, 
and a whirlpool would drag him in, 
from whose grasp escape would ap- 
pear imj)Ossible. 

At times the current bore him 
under, he would be lost to sight; 
then in a few seconds he would 
come to the surface again, though 
his position would be far from where 
he had disappeared. 

Thus struggling among the rocks 
and angry waves was the noble 
youth borne onward » eager to auc- 



ceed in his perilous undertaking. 
Those on shore looked on with 
breathless interest. 

O how that mother's straining 
eyes followed the struggling youth. 
How her heart sank when lie went 
und%r, and with what joy she saw 
him emerge again from the waters, 
and flinging the waves aside with 
his strong arms, struggle on in pur- 
suit of her boy ! 

But it seemed as if his generous 
efforts were not to succeed; for, 
though the current was bearing off 
the boy before his eyes, scarcely ten 
feet distant, he could not overtake 
the drowning child. 

Twice the boy went out of sight; 
and a suppressed shriek escaped the 
mother's lips; but twice reappeared, 
and then, with hands wrung wildly 
toegether, and breathless anxiety, 
she followed hisprogiess, as his form 
was hurried onward. 

The youth now appeared to re- 
double his exertions, for they were 
approaching the most dangerous part 
of the river. ^ 

The rush of writers at this spot 
was tremendous, and no one ventured 
to approach it, even in a canoe, lest 
he should be dashed to pieces. 

What, then, would be the youth's 
fate, unless he soon overtook the 
child ? He seemed fully sensible of 
of the increasing peril, and now 
urged his way through the foaming 
current with a desperate strength. 
Three times he was on the point of 
grasping the child, when the waters 
whirled the prize away from him. 

The third effort was made just ^% 
they were entering within the in- 
fluence of the current above the 
falls; and when it failed the 
mother's heart sank within her, and 
she groaned fully expecting the 
youth give up his task. 

But, no; he only pressed forward 
the more eagerly; and, as th^y 
breathlessly watched, amid the boil- 
ing waters, they saw the form of the 
boy. 

And now both pursued and pursu- 
er shot to the brink of the falls. An 
instant they hung there, distinctly 
visible amid the foaming waters. 
Kvery brain grew dizzy at the sight. 

But a shout burst from the specta 
tors when they saw the child held 
aloft by the right arm of the youth — 
a shout that was suddenly changed 
to a cry of horror when they lK>th 
vanished into the raging waters be- 
low I 

The mother ran forward and then 
stood gazing with fixed eyes at the 
foot of the falls. Suddenly she gave 
a glad cry. "There they are! Seel 
They are safel Great God, I thank 
thee!" 

And, sure enough, there was the 
youth still unharmed. He had just 
emerged from the boiling vortex 
below the falls. With one hand he 
held aloft the child, and with the 
other he was making for the shore. 

They ran, they shouted, they 
scarcely knew what they did until 
they reached his side, just as he was 
struggling to the bank. They drew 
him out, almost exhausted. 

The boy was senseless, but his 
mother declared that he still lived, 
as she pressed him to her l>osom. 
The youth could scarcely stand, so 
faint was he from his exertions. 

Who can describe the scene that 
followed — the mother's calmness 
while striving to bring her boy to 
life, and her wild gratitude to his 
preserver, when the boy was out of 
danger and sweetly sleeping in her 
arms ? 

"Godwin give you a reward,'* 
she said. He will do great things 
for you in returu for this day*s work, 
and the blessings of thousands be- 
sides mine will attend you !" 

And so it was, for to the hero of 
that hour were aficrwards confided 
the destinies of a mighty nation. 
Throughout his long career, which 
tended to make him honored and re- 
spected beyond all men, was the spi- 
rit of self-sacrifice which, in the 
rescue of that mother's child, as in 
the more important events of his 
life, characterized George Washing- 
ton. — Barnes^ Fourth Reader. 



dence. On that occasion Washing- 
ton gave strong proofs of his great 
military courage and skill, par- 
ticularly iu conducting the retreat of 
the army. He held the command of 
the Virginia troops until 1758, when 
he resigned on account of poor 
health, and was then elected a mem- 
ber of the Assembly from Frederick 
County, and later from Fairfax 
County. 

When the breach between the 
Colonies and Great Britain was 
widened by mutual animosity beyond 
any hope of reconciliation, the eyes 
of his countrymen were fixed upon 
this commander, Washington, and 
accordingly. June, 1775, he took 
supreme command of the entire 
Continental Army, at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. The complete his- 
tory of George Washington, this 
great patriot for the next few years, 
is the history of the Revolution. 
We are chiefly indebted to him for 
the independence which was finally 
secured by a treaty of peace signed 
in the year of 1783. In 1789, he 
was elected President of the United 
States; at this time he left his 
beautiful estate and moved to his 
new home in the City of Phila- 
delphia, where he was received with 
the applause which he had so well 
merited. His government was 
characterized by that well- tempered 
prudence which always distinguished 
his conduct. He held office as Presi- 
dent of the United States for two 
terms and refused a third terra. 

In 1798, he accepted the command 
of the United States Army, which 
he held till his death, on December 
14, 1799. He was buried at Mount 
Vernon. Behind the White House, 
at Washington, rises the Washington 
Monument, a great rectangular obe- 
lisk of marble which dominates the 
entire city and is visible for many 
miles. It perpetuates the memory 
of the Father of his Country. Its 
construction was aided by individual 
citizens during the period of its erec- 
tion, from 1848 to 1884. It is 555 
feet in height, resting on a base only 
55 feet square. 

WASHINGTON ON PRKPARKDNKSS 

The following is taken from a 
speech of President Washington to 
Congress December 3. I7g3: 

" I cannot recommend to your no- 
tice measures for the fulfillment of 
our duties to the rest of the world, 
without again pressing upon you the 
necessity of placing ourselves in a 
condition of complete defense. 
There is a rank due to the United 
States among nations, which will be 
withheld, if not absolutely lost, by 
the reputation of weakness. If we 
desire to avoid insult, we must be 
able to rei)€l it; if we desire to secure 
peace, one of the most powerful in- 
struments of our rising prosperity, it 
must l)e known, that we are all times 
ready for war. "

Here are a few, and they are good 
rules to observe today: 

Be not curious to know the affairs 
of others; neither approach to those 
that speak in private. 

Conie not near the books and writ- 
ings of any one so as to read them, 
unless desired, nor give your opinion 
of them unasked, also come not nigh 
when another is writing a letter. 

Read no letters, books or papers in 
company, but when there is a neces- 
sity for doing so, you must ask leave. 

Associate yourself with men of 
good quality if you esteem your own 
reputation, for it is better to be alone 
than in bad company. 

Every action in company ought to 
be with some sign of respect to those 
present. 

Be not forward, but friendly and 
courteous; the first to salule, hear 
and answer, and be not pensive when 
it is time to converse.

The follow- 
ing has been inserted in the Con- 
stitution of the Association as Ar- 
ticle VIII :

ARTICLE VIII 

ATHi^OTic Endowment Fund. 

Section i. There shall be an Athletic 
Endowment Fund for the support of athle* 
tics at Gallaudet College, which Fund shall 
be under the absolute control of a Com- 
miltee composed of the Faculty and the 
two Alumni members of the Advisory Ath- 
letic Board. 

Section 2. At the close of each CoUegi- 

ate year the Financial Board shall meet to 
determine what reasonable amount, if any, 
sh\4ll, V '*^' '»•" approval of the Association, 
he A\ I to the Fund from the 

bahincv .-ing to each department. 

The Fund is also authorized to receive 
whatever contributions are made towards 
it. 

Section 3. All moneys pertaining to the 
Fund shall be deposited with the Treasur- 
er, who shaH be one of the two Faculty 
members of the Committee and who shall 
keep a record of all appropriations, all 
contributions, and all expenditures. 

The Treasurer is to publish a report of 
the progress of the Fund in the Buff and 
Blue at the end of each Collegiate year. 

After the Fund has reached the sum of 
five hundred dollars (I500), the Trea- 
surer shall l>e put under a l)ond. The cost 
of the bond shall be drawn from the Gen- 
eral Dei3artnieut of the Association till the 
Fund reaches the fio.ooo mark (See 
Section 4 (e)). 

Section 4. The Fund and the interest 
thereof are to l>e left untouched till the 
sum of five thousund dollars (|5,ooo. ) 
shall have been realized, when the annual 
interest may be given to any department, 
or departments, in case of necessity. 

When the Fund has reached the sum of 
ten thousand dollars (| 10,000) only the 
annual interest shall be used for the follow > 
ing purposes : 

(a) To assist the different departments 
in purchasing suitable equipments when 
such departments are unable to do so out 
of their own treasuries ; 

(b) To assist the departments in secur- 
ing competent coaches ; 

(c) To assist the different departments iu 
securing as many home games as possible; 

(d) To assist the Association in meeting 
its needs, after such needs have been inves- 
tigated and approved by the Committee; 

(e) To pay the Treasurer's tK)nd when 
the Fund amounts to ten thousand dollars 
( J»ro.ooo). 

In no event is the Fund to he used for 
other than expressed purposes. 

Section 5. A vote of three of the four 
meml>era of the Committee shall be re- 
quired to make any expenditures, and all 
exj>enditure8 shall be by check. 

Section 6. As long as the Fund re- 
mains under the control of the Committee 
it cannot be taken out of its bauds* but 
in case the Advisory Athletic Board is 
abolished by vote of the Faculty of Gal- 
laudet College (Art. VII, Sec. 4.) *the ab- 
solute control of the Endowment Fuml 
shall pass into the hands of two members 
of the Faculty and two members of the 
Alumni selected by the Association. 

The Advisory Board m*y be 
of the Faculty of Gallaudet 



By the death of Theodore Roose* 
velt our country has lost one of Its 
greatest raen and foremost citizens. 
The outstanding quality of the 
man was forcefulness — in thought^ 
in word, in action. Throughout all 
his life, both public and private, he 
lived up to the Biblical iojuuction, 
"Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might." He has 
lieen called a typical American, but 
this is not a correct estimate of the 
man. The word ** type" presup- 
poses many of the same kind. 
Roosevelt stood alone. Hh was 
rather a composite of the best types 
of Americanism. Our country has 
produced no more versatile man. 
lie was great in many ways — as a 
statesman, a soldier, a wdter, an 
orator, and a scientist. 

He was the Tribune of the People, 
He stood for the masses as a aiost 
the classes. He was the sworn foe 
of predatory wealth and of all ex- 
ploiters of place and power for per- 
sonal profit. Ill his fight for what 
he believed to be right, he hit 
straight from the shoulder, and hit 
hard.

During the great war in Europe, 
the education of the deaf suffered 
much. In Belgrium attempts to edu- 
cate the deal ceased for a long 
period of time. That ravaged coun- 
try had all it could do to defend the 
lives of its people and limit the 
aggressions of the German Army. 

In Prance, schools for the deaf 
were converted into hospitals and the 
teaching force diverted to the army. 
Monsieur Henry Gaillard writes 
that many teachers of the deaf were 
killed. The National Institution at 
Paris lost Messrs. Libot, Caillod, 
Mangis, Charbois, Blanc, and 
Guglielmi — dead on the field of 
honor. 

Pour teachers of the Institution at 
AAnieres perished on the battlefield. 
During the long-range bombard- 
ment of Paris, tbe school for tbe 
deaf was closed, as also was the 
educational establishment at Asnt- 
tres. 

The same conditions existed 
among the schools in the provinces, 
and added to the general havoc of 
war, the great epidemic of Influenza 
catssed many deaths among the deaf.

Some 
of us tried to swim, but soon 
thought that they had no tmthing 
suits and that the weather was cold.

VVe very much regret to report 
the death of Mr. David W. McKee, 
A teacher at the school at Edgewood 
Park. Ilis death occurred Friday 
evening, February 7th, at Columbia 
Hospital, Wilkinsburg, from influ- 
enza and pneumonia. 

On Monday, February 3d, Mr. 
McKee was in his school room as 
usual. At the close of the school- 
hour he came to the writer, and in 
his usual cheerful way explained 
that he was not feeling exactly well, 
and as he was to be on duty that 
evening during study hour, could 
we relieve him, so he would not 
have to come out again. Of course, 
we wereglad to take his place and he 
thanked us in tiis cheei-fal way and 
said he thought he would be all 
right on the morrow. We little 
thought then that would be the 
last time we would see him. 

He did not return to scnool again 
and kept to his house under the care 
of his doctors and his wife, until 
Friday afternoon, when it was decid- 
ed to send him to the hospital. He 
passed to the beyond two hours 
after arriving at the hospital. The 
announcement of hrs death the next 
morning was a shock to his numer- 
ous friends at the school and all 
over town.
